The Anti-Scorbutic Foods Prevent This Dis­ 
ease, Once Prevalent Among Sailors

MANY THO USA ND S of persons re­ 
siding in and around New York took 
advantage of the opportunity to see 
the fleet on its recent visit to New 
York City.

But 
the 
Tiost 
impressive 
thing to me was 
the e x c e l l e n t 
p hys i que 
and 
health of the men 
serving 
in 
our 
navy. 
T he 
culinary 
d e p a r t m e n t 
of 
one of these bat­ 
tleships 
is 
sur­ 
prising. The va­ 
riety 
of 
foods 
available to 
the 
sailors and offi­ 
cers is in marked 
contrast to the conditions that ex­ 
isted in the navy little more than 
fifty years ago. In those days mod­ 
ern methods of refrigeration were 
not available and 
the canning in­ 
dustry had not perfected 
the preser­ 
vation of foods. Few fresh fruits and 
vegetables could be included in the 
diet except 
when the ship was in 
port. 
Because of this, scurvy, 
the m ost 
com m on 
vitam in-deficiency 
disease, 
was prevalent among sailors. 
F or 
m any years little was know n about 
this stran ge malady. 
It afflicted pe r­ 
sons In all parts of the world, but 
w as most common am ong the sailors 
who were deprived of fresh fruits and 
vegetables. 
The discovery of vitam ins and the 
realization of the im portance of fresh 
fruits and vegetables in the diet, re­ 
sulted In rapid adv ancem ent in the 
tre a tm e n t of this disease. 
I t Is now 
definitely known that a lack of fresh 
fruits and vegetables, especially 
the 
citrus fruits such as 
lemons, oranges. 


grapefruit and lime, leads to scurvy. 
These foods are known as “antl- 
scorbutic” foods. 
They 
co ntain 
a 
large, amount of vitamin C, the vita­ 
min that prevents scurvy 
and o ther 
of the deficiency diseases so often 
found when the diet is lacking in 
these substances. 
Even today the 
British nav y furnishes a daily ration

This frequently 
leads to deficiency diseases. The most 
common symptoms are pallor of the 
skin, swollen gums and sensitive and 
loose teeth. 
The victim first com­ 
plains of fatigue, loss of appetite, and 
Is very irritable. 
If the progress of 
the disease is not stopped in the early 
stages, more serious symptoms occur. 
Not so long ago this disease was 
especially common among infants anc* 
growing children. 
Now scurvy is a 
rare occurrence since citrus fruit 
juices are given children as early as 
the first month. 
For the young in­ 
fant you may give strained orange 
juice or tomato juice. 
Let me emphasize the Importance 
and value of an abundant amount of 
fresh fruits and vegetables In your 
daily diet. 
Remember that many of 
the so-called trivial ailments may be 
the result of an Inadequate and poor­ 
ly balanced diet.

Few fresh fruits and 
vegetables could be included In the 
diet except when the ship was In 
port. 


Because ot this, scurvy, the most 


common 
vitamin-deficiency disease, 


was prevalent among sailors. 
For 


many years little vvas known about 
this strange malady. It afflicted per- 
sona In all parts of the world, but 
was most common among the sailors 
who were deprived of fresh fruits and 
vegetables. 


The discovery ot vitamins and tbe 


realization of the importance of fresh 
fruits and vegetables in the diet, re- 
sulted in rapid advancement In the 
treatment of this disease. It Is now 
definitely known that a lack of fresh 
fruits and vegetables, especially the 
citrus fruits such as lemona. oranpes. 


grapefruit and lime, leaas to scurv>. 


These foods are known as "anti- 


scorbutic" foods. 
They contain a 


large, amount of vitamin C, the vita- 
min that prevents scurvy and other 
of the deficiency diseases so often 
found when the diet Is lacking in 
these substances. 
Even today the 


British navy furnishes a daily ration 
of lime as a means of preventing 
scurvy. This is an additional precau- 
tion, because the diet of the sailor 
in every navy Includes plenty of 
fresh frulta and vegetables. 


Was Common Among Infanta 


Unfortunately, many persons over- 


look the importance of the antt-scor- 
butic foods and fall to Include them 
in the daily menu. 
This frequently 


leads to deficiency diseases. The roost 
common symptoms are pallor of the 
skin, swollen gums and sensitive and 
loose teeth. 
The victim first com- 


plains of fatigue, loss of appetite, and 
is very irritable. If the progress of 
the disease is'not stopped, in the early 
stages, more serious symptoms occur. 


Not so long ago this disease was 


especially common among1 infants ane? 
growing children. Now scurvy is a 
rare occurrence since citrus 
fruit 


juices are given children as early aa 
the first month. For the young- in- 
fant you may give strained orange 
juice or tomato juice. 


Let me emphasize the Importance 


and value of an abundant amount of 
fresh fruits and vegetables in your 
dally diet. Remember that many of 
the so-called trivial ailments may be 
the result of an inadequate and poor- 
ly balanced diet-
